April Puttin g Drill May Mean 


One Stroke Saved in Summer 


BY HARLAND ROHM. 


Almost all golfers have a tendency 


to underestimate the distance of a putt 


when rolling a ball toward the hole 


and a decided tendency to overesti- 
mate the distance when telling about it 
after the round. That is, unless it’s 
an eight inch putt you missed, when 
it is degitimate to call it four inches. 

Doubtless more has been written and 
more said about the “ winning putt” 
than any other shot in golf, aud yet 
there are only eighteen putts that go 
down in any one round. Probably it 
it because there is something irre- 
trievably final about a putt, whether 
down or whether it goes past 
the Y hale: A fine iron may cancel the 
designed penalty for a drive hooked 
into the rough, but for the putt which 
stops short or two inches to the side 
of the cup there is no recovery—it is 
a stroke, gone forever. And because 
of its irretreivability there’s n 
so exasperating. 


Many Styles Advocated. 

Styles have been advocated from 
the stand up and hit it method to the 
crouch and even to the Charleston 
stance which the Briton, E. F. Storey, 
demonstrated in the last national open, 
and to Leo Diegel’s spread eagle wing 
flapping.

Wherefore comes the old advice— 
practice. hile the fairways are 
soggy these April days, like a Pacific 
coast winter when it rains once every 
day and twice a day if there is any 
break in the sprinkle, half an hour 
on the putting course will do more 
to knock a couple of strokes off your 
total later in the season than half 
an hour’s drill with a driver. 


Putting Drill Saves Strokes. 

There are eighteen drives in a round 
of golf and from 36 putts or so on 
up. Improve your drive ten per cent 
and you cut two strokes a round; 
improve your putting ten per cent 
and you cut off four strokes a round, 
or more. Mathematically it’s perfeet. - 

There is one objection to putting 
practice on the club putting course 
and that is, the putting course usu- 
ally is faster than the regular greens. 
The putting green gets tramped on 
much more than the regular greens 
and that pounds the ground flat and 
crushes the grass flatter. You'll hear 
the pros crabbing at every tourna. 
ment that they spoiled their round 
by practicing on the putting green 
and as a consequence were often short 
in putting on the round. Which may 
be so or may only be another al- 
bi.“ At any rate it is certain that 
‘developing accuracy of putting line 
is more important early in the segson 
than accuracy of distance. That win 
come later in playing on the regular 
greens. 

The putter in the right hands is a 
dangerous weapon. Bobby Jones was 
only an average contender for cham- 
pionships until he put ‘in long hours 
bringing his putting up to the high 
standard of the rest of his game. And 
Jock Hutchison can play an entire 
round of golf with his putter and not 
be more than four we off. his 
usual score.
